“Interview?’’ queried Caruso. “What 
would they want with an interview?

Giad to Draw Caricature. 

Caruso donned his coat, seized his 
gold-headed cane and was about to start 
away. 

“Well, if you will .not - ‘talk, will you 
draw a caricature of yourself?’ he was 
asked. 

The storm clouds vanished from the 
tenor’s face and with an exclamation 
of “Sure,” he rushed for the writing 
desk. He takes great delight in draw- 
Ing caricatures, which he does with 
great rapidity. 

Caruso took the reporter’s pad and 
pencil and for three-quarters of an hour 
the smiles didn’t cease to flicker across 
his good-natured face as he drew gro- 
tesque pictures of himself, Pasquale 
Amata and Alma Gluck, when she 
walked over to where he was at work 
on the pad. 

The soprano had just had her feelings 
ruffied by the room to which which she 
had been assigned.

Tells of Kidnaping. 

Mrs. Hughes related to Assistant Cir- 
cuit Attorney Falkenhainer that on 
April 15, while she was away from home, 
a woman called upon Mrs, George and 
announced that she was a Humane §8o- 
ciety officer. 

“tT understand that the father of this 
child is not contributing to his support,” 
Mrs. Hughes said the “‘officer’’ re- 
marked. 

‘“That’s true,” replied Mrs. rge. 
"He hasn't given the baby a cent for 
months,” 

‘In that case,” the woman declared, 
it is alleged, “I will take the baby to 
the Juvenile Court and the Judge will 
make the father support him.”

There has been weather 
as cold as this at this time of the year 
with no serious damage. The element 
which makes it dangerous this time is 
the unseasonably warm March, which 
brought vegetation to a ‘stage where ‘it 
is most ble to cold. 

“Fiven ordinary frost would have 
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been serious, but iow is a hard freeze, 


lasting several aays. It i@ true that 


in the Northwest and in the immediato 


vicinity of the lakes there was som? 


let-up today, but outside of these re- 


gions the cold was, in Many cases, more 
intense than ever. There is no relief 
in sight for another 2% hours, and pos- 


sibly not for two or three days.” 
John Inglis, a crop expert of the 


Board of Trade, believes that except in 


these Southern districts or in places 
where thé ground itself was well frozen 
there would be no loss in the grain 
‘crop. 

“The apple crop in this section is 1 
total loss,’”” said Dr. J. Burril of the 
University of Illinois at Champaign to- 
day: Prof. R. O. Graham, president of 
the State Horticultural Society, believes 
that a large proportien of the loss to 
fruit and berry crops could have been 
averted if the Weather Bureau had sent 
out a warning allowing nurserymen and 
others to take steps to save their prod- 
ucts. 

The spread of the cold outhward 
is thought to put in danger"crops of 
grain hitherto considered safe. The 
general opinion of experts has been that 
the grain crops have not germinated 
sufficiently to be Injured, but this preb- 
ably is not the case in the Southern 
States now affected, and other loss than 
that of fruit and vegetables- may re- 
sult.

SNOW NEARLY GENERAL IN 
MIDDLE WESTERN STATES 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 25.—A snow 
storm prevailed this morning all over 
Missourl, Northeastern Arkansas, East- 
ern Kansas, Tennessee and as far south 
as Montgomery, Ala. In Oklahoma, 
Western and Southern Kansas and the 
greater part of Kansas the weather was 
clear. Temperatures ranging from two 
to three degrees below freezing to three 
degrees above freezing were reported 
from all points in Kansas, Missouri! and 
Northern Oklahoma. ; 

Frost was reported from points as ‘fan 
south as Northern Louisiana. <A freez- 
ing temperature prevailed at Memphis 
and killing frosts were reported from 
Western Kansas points. At Enid, Okla., 
a temperature of 33 degrees was re- 
ported. 

Reports from Central Missouri today 
indicate that the fruit crop has been 
seriously damaged. The general opin- 
ion among Kansas City fruit growers 
is that the fruit crop in Bastern Kansas 
and Western Missouri has not yet been 
seriously injured. The low temperatures 
have been accompanied by clouds in this 
section, and this condition probably has 
saved the fruit. 

Snow fell also in EBastern Iowa. In 
Nebraska the weather was clear, but 
freezing temperatures were reported 
from all parts of the state.
